If Your Service with Eaton’s Is 25 Years 
or Over 

• Quarter-Century Club members will re¬ 
main on full pay for the first four weeks 
of absence, and if the illness continues 
beyond that, will then receive welfare 
pay rates up to an additional twenty-six 
weeks. 

TO BE ELIGIBLE for Welfare Pay, a mini¬ 
mum of six months’ service with the Company 
is required. The length of time for which 
Welfare Payments can be made—for any one 
illness—is based on your length of service 
with the Company as indicated in the follow¬ 
ing table: 

Length of Service Time Granted 

(for any one illness) 

Under 5 years. 8 weeks 

Over 5 but under 15 years.12 weeks 

Over 15 but under 25 years.16 weeks 

Over 25 years.26 weeks 

Welfare Pay commences after three days’ 
absence for employees with under five years’ 
service. There is no waiting period for em¬ 
ployees with five years’ service and over. 


What is the Company's policy with 
regard to paid holidays. 

Length of paid vacation granted is gov¬ 
erned by length of service as follows: 

Employees with 20 years’ service and 
over are granted four weeks annually. 

Employees with 5 to 19 years’ service 
are granted three weeks annually. 

Employees with 1 to 4 years service are 
granted two weeks annually. 

Employees with service under 1 year as 
of June 30th are granted one day for each 
calendar month served.
